Nkw Orleans, Nov. 7.— The city is in 
a state of ferment Anxiety Is felt on 
all sides as to the outcome of the labor 
troubles, and an outbreak Is Imminent 
The general strike ordered by the labor 
unions became effective at noon Satur- 
day, and barring Isolated 
union men In the city have <iuit work. 

Owing to the peaceful policy adopted 
by the leaders of the movement and 
the forbearance shown by the majority 
of workmen, the employers were not 
put to much trouble In scouring non- 
union help All commercial firms were

'1 never knew," said Governor John 
Young Brown of Kentucky, "what Dud 
ley Warner meant when he wrote about 
a Kentuckiau falling out of his 
cornfield,' until I visited the 
of my native state last year. At the 
time I was making a political canvass of 
the Eastern part of Kentucky, and one 
day in the mountains I overheard t 
mountaineer sympathizing with a neigh 
bor that bad lost a dear relative who line 
come to his death by falling out of hU 
own cornfield. This interested me. aud 
I visited the spot where this supposed 
miracle occurred. The cornfield was 
upon the brow of a cliff, aud the farmer 
had fallen two hundred feet. In those 
mountains there are dozens of such 
places." 

The Governor was asked to relate an 
other experience. He was surrounded by 
bis friends at the Palmer House and was 
modestly reticent, but the Kentuckians 
added their persuasive powers to that of 
tbe newspaper man, and the Governor 
said " Well, I hardly know what to tell 
you.
